Tonopah and Vicinity. 


Honorable C. D Van Duzer return- 


ed from Tonopah last evening. 
Mr. 


Van Duzer delivered the oration at the 
Labor Day celebration. He said that 
It was a red letter day. All work was 
suspended in the mine* and a general 
holiday given. 


The celebration waa Inannuratfd by 


a pretty i»r*4* of float*. -After, the 
exerciaes in the hall. a varied pro- 
gram of amusements was given. The 
streets \\ere crowded all day with a 
merry throng. 


There was not. said Mr. Van Duzer, 


a drunken man in town, nor was there 
a fight. 
Tonopah is the moat peace- 


ful and law-abidlpg mining camp in 
America. 
It Is due largely to the 


solid influences and orderly character 
given the town by the Miners' Union. 
The union Is law In Tonopah. 


Some people tn Tonopah 
say the 


town is quiet, but the fact Is that for 
Its size Tonopah is the liveliest camp 
In America. 


Monday evening, said Mr. Van Du- 


zer, 
I walked down one side of the 


street, then up the other, going Into 
the saloons, and I counted 1256 men 
and there w«re lots at home and in 
the outskirts that I did not count. 
The saloons were filled with an order- 
ly crowd listening to music 
Money is 


plentiful, times good, the outlook hope- 


ful. 


Within the past week, said Mr. Van 


Duzer, three strikes have been made 
which more than justify the predic- 
tions I made in the past regarding the 
town's future 
The most important 


vsas the strike In the Mizpah extension 
Until the present time, said Mr. Du- 
5er, the eastern continuity of the MIz- 
pah vein has been a theory. 
It must 


je understood that the present eastern 
^tension and known development of 
he Mizpah ends on the west base 
rf Mt. Oddie. 


Messrs Jenkins, Knox and others 


took up thirteen claims across Mt. 


Oddie easterly and started 
a shaft 


some 4009 feet away from the last 
known development of the Mizpah. At 
a depth of 446 feet without drifting 
they came right upon the vsln. At the 
present time they have cut the vein 
eight feet and, vhile it 1* a low-grade 
prap^attion for. a ^reduction plant, the 
strike ha» dcmoattrated th».taJt«wloti 
and continuity ot the vejn eastward.

the future of Tonopah.

no question of the camp's future. This 
strike demonstrates that the North 
Star tunnel, the G. & H. tunnel and 
other claims are now on known and 
proven1 territory.

At a depth of thirty feet a new vein 
eleven Inches wide running 2000 ounces 
in silver and 1178 in gold, was cut. It 
Is identical with Mizpah ore.

|T IS A WELL KNOWN FACT that the leading 
I 
Republicans of the State endeavored by every 


means in their power to prevent the nomination of 
John Sparks for Governor. It is equally true, il not 
as generally known, that many prominent Repub- 
licans professedly from motives of friendship for 
Mr. Sparks, advised him that his business inter-
